Indeed, it iva 
euffiicient reply toche reason just # aled, that 
although todtviduals might get along with the 
business of trustees, and possibly exectite thetn- 
tent of the trust, yet by having corporate powers 
given them that intent may more effec aally 
carried into execution.” The last reason given 
for the Jncapacity of a corporation to stand seized 
of lands to the Use of another, is that such seiz- 
in ts foretgn to the purpose of its creation. It 
is evident, however, that this is a mere berging 
of tbe question, sinee the execution of the trust 
may not only be in consistency wiih, but even ta 
furtherance of the design for which te corpora- 
tion was inetituted.

I cited you to all the past his- 
tory of this country, and there to prodace a 
yaraliel case In the gentleman's argament 
1¢ produces a case, and what is it? Why that 
the Legislatare of Kentucky passed an act to 
meke a road from Heudersou to Nast srillc, 
and ip that aet they authorized the corpora- 
tors to ask the grant of a franchise on the 
other side of the river from Henderson to 
Evansville. Is that gravting by Kentucky 
any part of ber sovereignty? or granting to 
foreigners done and in preference to your own 
State the lergest power and franchises that 
ean be given by a State? And what was in 
this act asking Indiana to granta power? If 
you will read it you will fini that Henderson 
and Evansville jointly wanted a railroad, and 
agreed to tuild it between them, and that a 
part of the corporators should belong to In- 
diana, buts majority to Kentucky. Indiana 
was to represcnt stock to the amount of §300,- 
000, and vcte upon that stock; and although 
ibe road bw never been built upon the other 
side of theriver, Indiana to-day represents 
ber stock; Indiana to-day represents her 
iuterest on that charter for the 
money she has paid and by voting according 
to the amount she bas paid. I never thought 
of objectiay to a thing like that, for Louis- 
vilie has &ken stock more than once in com- 
yanies acroes the river, under the control of 

odiana clarters. Louisville has a larze 
amount ofstock In the Jeffersonville rail- 
road. She votes her stock and votes it only. 
She is reprmeented in that road by the amount 
of stock sie has taken. I believe they ordl- 
narily compliment the city of Loui-ville by 
giving he one, maybe two, trustees In the 
road; but that does not meet the question at 
all. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad rans 
partly threugh two States. Tennessee, before 
passing the charter, put in some restrictions 
that requived that one of the trastecs must al- 
ways betcitizen of that State. Although 
but asmal portion of the road runs there, 
that State is represented in the board, and al- 
ways mud be, Every county in Tennessee 
that took stock in that road votes its stock to 
the fall amount. So you see there is mo par- 
alle] between these cases.
